Kemistry & Storm have certainly turned some heads being the most 
tearin female double act since French & Saunders... Let us begin 


How did you get into DJ'ing? We just basically used to go out 
listening to various DJ's and we decided that we wanted to get 
some decks and have a go at mixing, this was about 2 1/2 years ago 
now. We just got our decks and practiced as hard 
as we could to try and get as far as we could. 

What music were you into before? All types of 
dance music. 

How did you get into the hardcore scene? (S) 
When I came to London, Kemistry was already 
here and she had been into the scene since '88. I'd 
been living in Oxford for about 4 years and my © 
music had become a bit stagnant. Kemistry encouraged me to get 
into the scene and once I'd been to a couple of raves that was it - 
no turning back, 

How long have you known each other? We've known each 
other for about 10 years. 

Where abouts are you from? We are both from 
Northamptonshire. 

Who have been your main influences? We used to listen to 
Grooverider and Fabio on a weekly basis at Rage. We'd also go up 
to the Eclipse in Coventry, and listened to such people as Top 
Buzz, The Music of course main impetus. 

How long have you been mixing for? We've been mixing for 2 
1/2 years. We started on Touchdown FM, 5 months after we got our 
decks, 

What were you doing before DJ'ing? (C) I was a make up artist. 
(S) I was a therapy radiographer 

Do you find it hard trying to get work as female DJ's? We 
think female DJ's are not taken always seriously and are sometimes 
seen as a bit of a novelty act. Once heard, however, we find people 
take us on our ability. 

Where did you first start getting noticed? We started playing 
on Defection 89.4 FM in July 1992, that started getting us noticed 
but we've recently joined the Groove Connection Agency and we 
are hoping this may help our careers but it's early days yet. 

Where are your favourite places to play, and why? 
Lazerdrome has got to definitely be a favourite place. They've given 
us a lot of support, they're booking us on a regular basis, the crowd 
there are excellent, they seem to appreciate the music we're 
playing. The Quest and Ledge in Bristol have great atmospheres 
too. 

Have you got a manager? Yes, we are managed by Groove 
Connection in London. 

Does having a manager work well for you? We think it will do 
in the future. 

What do you think of the London scene at the moment? The 
London scene is going through a lull at the moment but there are 
signs it's getting a lot healthier. The split between jungle and 
hardcore causes us concern but there's room for everybody. 

Do you think the scene outside of London is as healthy as in 
London? It's a different kind of scene really. It's based more on the 


old style raving. In Coventry, for example, they've still got a really 
good feeling up there. I think it's because a lot of people know 
each other. And in Stoke for example, we waited 2 hours just to get 
out the car park when everyone left, it was mad - you don't see a 
lot of that in London nowadays. 

Have you ever been ripped off by a promoter? Yes we were 
booked for a party and promised a large amount of 
money to play, when we arrived we found the 
promoter had gone missing. There must have been 
10 people in the whole rave, but we played anyway. 
Do you think the scene at the moment is dying 
due to the recession and other factors? Hardcore 
is definitely going underground which is causing the 
crowds to decrease, but that's not a bad thing. 

How do you see the music progressing itself? We think 
hardcore at the moment is the most progressive out of all the forms 
of music. You know, we saw Top of the Pops the other day and I 
didn't know whether to laugh or cry. hardcore is the sort of music 
with a lot of feel, it's always changing, it's the only sort of music 
scene that J can see moving at the moment. 

Have you played abroad? Well, we've been booked for a gig in 
Frankfurt in April. 

What do you think about dubplates? They're good in certain 
circumstances, if a tune is special then I think it deserves to go on a 
plate. 

What do you think of it from a punters point of view? | could 
see it as frustrating because you might like that track and may not 
be able to get hold of it. But we have been offered quite a few 
plates and turned them down cause we simply can't afford them. 
We just take them as they come really. But we're happy when we 
get them as we've got some good people that give them to us. If we 
had to buy them ourselves, there's just no way we could afford 
them. 

How many records do you buy a week or get sent? We don't 
get many sent, but we're guaranteed Reinforced stuff. Our record 
budget is quite tight at the moment so we tend to pick and choose. 
Any plans for new trax? We've got one in the pipeline at the 
moment on Enforcers 6, so we will see how this one goes. 

Who has given you most encouragement? Goldie, Reinforced 
Records and Randall. 

What DJ's do you rate? Randall, Grooverider, Fabio, Doc Scott, 
LT] Bukem, Top Buzz and also Peshay, Crossfader, Probe and Nut- 
E-1. 

What producers do you rate? Goldie is a major force, Doc Scott, 
Bukem, Grooverider, Moving Shadow Cru, Neil Trix, Foul Play, 
Roni Size, Wax Doctor, last but not least Dego & Mark from 
Reinforced. 

What MC's do you rate? GQ, Reality, Defections very own 
Prospex Crew, Moose, Five-O, and Fearless.

Over the last 6 months the quality of the music 
being made has never been better. Everyone 
seems to be on it! A lot of people now are 
spending a lot more time on the production of 
their tracks. Everyone is feeding off each other 
which in turn pushes the quality of the music 
that's being made higher. I can see our music 
being respected and accepted by a wider 
audience and hopefully it'll shed the childish 
image that is often portrayed to other areas of 
dance music.
